Seen  from  a few  inches  away,  the  water  Is  not  quite 
as  virgin  pure  as  it  looked  ut  n distance  I'nrountod 
millions  of  specks  hang  in  it,  moving  sluggishly,  like  a 
slow-motion  picture  of  dust  in  a sunlit  room.  The  water- 
specks  are  mostly  algae.  Under  a microscope,  they 
appear  in  munw  geometrical  shapes,  like  tiny  spojiges. 
Someone  who  fnows  about  such  thing1  told  me  they 
purify  the  water,  taking  away  pollution  rather  than 
creating  it. 

On  some  days  they  accumulate  in  the  corner  be- 
tween the  float  and  the  shore,  looking  like  a^-reen  oily 
film. 

Hundreds  of  tiny  fish,  this  year's  hatch  of  bass  and 
sunfish  fry,  hover  and  dart  through  the  water,  some- 
times exploring  the  deeper  part  and  sometimes  flurrying 
up  to  the  sunlit  surface  in  quest  of  some  foolish  morsel 
of  leaf  which  they  imagine  to  he  food 

Six  feet  down,  a catfish  digs  his  broad  whiskered 
snout  in  the  mud  and  a sleek  bass  swims  a wavy  cir- 
cular path,  at  home  in  that  green  liquid  work!  which 
air-breathing  foreigners  can  visit  only  for  a few 
moments  at  a time.

Back  at  the  float.  I*sit  on  the  diving  board  in  bath- 
ing trunks,  hanging  a cowardly  foot  in  the  water.  This 
late  season  kept  us  all  out  of  the  lake  until  four  days 
ago.  hut  the  comparative  newness  of  the  occasion  is  a 
f«or  excuse  fo»  delaying  to  get  in.  There  is  really  no 
excuse,  because  the  water  feels  just  right;  warmer  than 
the  air  and  cooler  than  the  skin. 

I’m  afraid  to  dive  in,  partly  because  I can't  face 
the  shock  so  early  in  the  morning,  and  partly  because 
I get  sore  ears  nowadays.  Lacking  both  courage  and 
ear-plugs,  I lower  myself  gingerly  in.  splash  a few 
strokes  toward  the  far  shore  and  back 

For  me.  that  is  the  mo*1  convincing  sign  of 
summer;  the  smell  of  water  in  the  nose  and  the  tingle 
of  the  morning  air  as  I run  dripping  up  to  the  house  to 
get  dressed.  With  breakfast  and  the  sunshine  comes 

a real  sense  of  well-beinj?.

DO«  ni  If 
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Social  Credit  Wins 


BY  breaking  the  tie  which  has  persisted 
since  the  start  of  the  counting  of  trans- 
ferable votes,  the  Social  Credit  group  yester- 
day won  their  nineteenth  seat  in  the  new 
legislature,  which  makes  them  for  the 
moment  at  any  rate  the  strongest  party  in 
the  House.  Applications  for  mounts  are  to 
be  made  in  three  ridings  where  the  ba Holing 
was  close,  so  perhaps  not  even  this  result 
can  lx*  accepted  until  it  is  established  ns  final. 
As  matters  stand  now  and  may  remain,  how- 
ever, the  new  Social  Credit  group  will  lie 
the  largest  jwrty  in  the  new  legislature. 
From  a cold  start,  with  no  representatives 
in  the  last  House,  that  Is  a remarkable 
achievement. 

From  the  standpoint  of  a working  major- 
ity in  the  legislature  and  the  assurance  of 
stable  government  this  conclusion,  which 


can  only  be  assumed  until  it  is  either  con- 
firmed or  set  aside  in  the  courts,  is  not  very 
reassuring.  Twenty-five  seats  is  a bare, 
mathematical  majority  in  a legislature  of 
4X  seats.  Even  with  all  of  their  present 
seats  confirmed,  the  Social  Credit  group  can 
hold  at  best  19  seats,  Right  beside  them 
will  be  the  C.C.F.  with  IN  scats.  The  Lib- 
erals with  ti  seats,  Progressive  Conservatives 
with  4.  and  Labor  with  1 will  not  rate  even 
the  standing  of  an  official  opposition.  With 
indecisive  and  still  challenged  returns,  it  is 
too  early  to  judge  what  w ill  happen.  In  due 
course  Premier  Johnson  will  turn  over  his 
authority,  and  the  leader  of  the  largest  single 
group  will  in?  called  on  to  attempt  a ministry. 
As  to  how  long  such  an  administration  will 
last  Is  another  matter.  Sooner  or  later 
perhaps  only  a new  election  can  settle  the 
stalemate. 


Two  of  a Kind 


BRITONS  are  growing  disturbed,  just  as 
many  Canadians  have  been  disturlied 
by  hia  counterpart  in  this  country,  Dr.  Jarrfes 
Endirott,  by  the  prolonged  pro-Communist 
antics  of  Dr.  Hewlett  Johnson,  the  well- 
known  "Red"  Dean  of  Canterbury.  He  too 
has  come  back  from  a visit  to  China  to 
parrot  the  faint*  Communist  charges  of  germ 
warfare  on  Korea.  . 

It  is  a unique  situation.  Here  Ls  a Chris- 
tian clergyman  and  an  ex-minister  of  the 
Gospel  engaged  in  a continuous  campaign 
of  depreciation  of  their  own  and  allied 
nations,  the  while  extolling  the  nomChrisiian 
regime  of  Soviet  Russia  to  every  absurd 
length.  As  in  the  instance  of  the  germ 
warfare  falsity,  their  activities  reach  the 
point  of  near  treason  through  constant  and 
monstrous  assertions  against  the  integrity 
of  the  countries  that  gave  each  of  them 
both  birth  and  preferment. 


Wittingly  or  unwittingly  they  use  the 
cloth  that  one  still  wears  and  one  once  wore 
to  promote  the  Communist  cause,  a cause 
predicated  on  the  disruption  and  destruction 
of  1 he  principles  inherent  in  the  Christian 
faith.  No  greater  irony,  if  that  be«ill  it  Is, 
could  stem  from  an  ecclesiastical  gown. 

In  the  case  of  the  Dean  of  Canterbury, 
whose  retention  of  high  office  makes  his 
offense  even  more  repugnant  than  that  of 
Dr.  F.ndicott,  an  attempt  will  he  made  to 
remove  him  from  the  post  to  which  a 
Socialist  prime  minister  appointed  him.  Cer- 
tainly he  has  demeaned  it  to  the  point  where 
there  is  justification  for  the  parliamentary 
motion  that  cites  him  as  "guilty  of  action 
contrary  to  his  calling  as  a clergyman  of  the 
Christian  church  and  prejudicial  to  the 
interest  and  safety  of  Her  Majesty's 
subjects/1 


Canada  Honors  the  Red  Cross 


UNLIKE  the  United  States,  which  will 
bring  out  a new  postage  stamp  at  the 
drop  of  the  hat,  Canada  seldom  commemor- 
ates current  events  by  issuing  special  stamps. 
Notable  events  connected  with  the  Royal 
Family,  the  admission  of  Newfoundland  to 
the  federation  of  provinces,  a centenary  of 
national  or  world  significance  will  move  the 
post  office  department  to  mint  a commem- 
orative Issue,  but  happenings  of  lesser 
Importance  go  unrecognized.  Consequently 
for  any  public  organization  to  be  depicted 
in  a commemorative  issue  denotes  one  of  the 
highest  honors  the  Dominion  bestows. 

The  Red  Cross,  a world-wide  organiza- 
tion which  has  won  the  respect  and  apprecia- 
tion of  all  free  nations,  has  been  accorded 
that  honor.  The  Canadian  post  office  de- 
partment has  brought  out  this  month  a new 
four-cent  issue  bearing  a special  design 
marking  the  18th  International  Red  Cross 


Conference  which  will  be  held  in  Toronto 
from  July  23  to  August  9.  The  selection 
of  Canada  as  the  meeting  place  is  an  honor' 
’ in  itself,  since  only  once  before  has  the  inter- 
national conference  been  held  in  the  Western 
Hemisphere.  It  is  fitting  therefore  that  the 
post  office  should  return  the  honor  by  mak- 
ing this  exception  to  one  of  Its  strictest  rules. 

It  is  a graceful  way  of  expressing  the 
respect  and  admiration  felt  by  Canadians  for 
a magnificent  organization.  In  Increasing 
measure  the  Red  Cross  is  making  Itself  felt 
as  a tremendous  force  for  the  relief  of  physi- 
cal and  economic  suffering  in  a distressed 
world.  In  war,  in  famine,  earthquake,  flood 
and  fire,  in  catastrophes  of  every  kind  the 
Red  Cross  performs  its  work  of  mercy.  Many 
thousands  alive  throughout  the  world  tmlay 
would  have  perished  from  one  cause  or  an- 
other but  for  the  succor  which  the  Interna- 
tional Red  Cross  stands  ready  to  give 
wherever  human  need  exists.

W AR  VETERANS’  Al.lOW  AM  F. 

Sir.— A number  of  letters  have  appeared  in  the 
press  lately  re  war  veterans'  allowances.  Tliey  are 
not,  factual  in  some  instances,  and  as  a result 
cause  unnecessary  unrest  and  discontent.  A 
recent  letter  in  both  local  papers  refers  to  a 
widow  of  a veteran  receiving  a widow's  allowance 
(W.V.A.l  of  $40.41  per  month,  with  a rental  income 
of  $10,  and  bemuse  she  has  now  reached  the  age 
of  70.  the  writer,  who  says  "she  believes  In  Justice 
for  all."  by  reasonably  clear  inference  suggests 
that  this  widow  should,  in  addition  to  her  W.V.A., 
receive  the  full  social  security  amount  'olds/e 
pension)  on  the  grounds  that  the  “millionaire"  is 
paid  It  without  question  or  the  means  test.  The 
facts  will,  I hope,  show  quite  a different  picture. 

War  veterans’ -allowance  Ls  not  a pension  for 
war  service  or  injuries  sustained  therein.  It 
originated  years  ago  as  an  allowance,  and  was 
In  fact  an  accelerated  old  age  pension  to  assist 
veterans  with  overseas  service,  who.  while  they 
were  not  pensionable,  had  nevertheless  suffered 
In  health  and  business  or  work  advancement. 
Veterans  In  this  class  can  claim  the  allowance  «the 
accelerated  old  age  pension)  at  age  60,  or  at  an 
earlier  age  If  they  are  unemployable. 

Since  W V A.  la  not  a pension  for  either  llmr 
served  or  Injuries  received  while  in  the  services. 
It  could  not  be  given  to  every  sailor,  soldier  or 
airman,  and  since  It  wa*  designed  to  assist  men 
who.  although  they  ooaid  not  establish  any  legal 
claim  on  the  country  tor  a pension,  they  were, 
nevertheless,  suffering  from  what  might  be  called 
the  general  wear  and  tear  of  overseas  service 
with  its  trenches,  mud.  wind,  rain,  cold,  ete„  and 
because  the  majority  of  returned  veterans  who  are 
well  and  fortunate  when  they  return  from  wars 
have  wanted  nothing  more  in  the  way  of  pay  or 
allowances  than  they  received,  a demand  arose  for 
apodal  consideration  for  those  not  so  well  or 


fortunate.  Since  this  was  special  consideration 
for  certain  veterans,  and  as  it  was  never  sug- 
gested that  it  should  be  given  to  every  returned 
veteran,,  it  could  only  of  necessity  be  awarded 
un«ler  «»mo  form  of  mean*,  tot. 

The  mean*  te*t  was  required  to  show  why 
Ex-Private  A should  receive  $>10.41  per  month 
at  age  of  60  or  younger,  when  Ex  Private  B.  who 
may  have  served  throughout  with  A would  get 
nothing. 

Many  of  the  Kx-Prlvsle  B's  worked  hard  in  the 
Canadian  Legion  to  see  that  A did  get  his  W.V.A., 
because  they  knew  he  was  unfortunate  and  re- 
quired it.  There  are  other  benefit*  which  go  with 
W.V  A.,  and  all  Ex-Private  B’s,  yes,  and  Ex- 
General  B's  too.  are  glad  that  W.V.A.  is  at  leant 
a x good  as  It  Is. 

Now  then,  to  refer  back  to  the  millionaire  who. 
of  course,  may  draw  his  social  security  pension  at 
age  70  without  means  test.  In  the  firm  place,  If 
he  draws  it  he  will  pay  most  of  it  back  in  income 
tax.  The  fight  for  year*  has  been  for  an  old-age 
pension  without  the  means  test— at  last,  the  fight 
has  been  won,  and  now  there  is  a real  Incentive 
for  all  good  Canadians  to  work  and  save  for 
their  old  age.  and  whatever  one  can  do  for  oneself, 
it  can  now  be  added  to  the  social  security  pension. 
We  can't  have  a means  test  for  the  millionaire, 
and  not  for  you  and  me.  The  veteran's  widow 
referred  to  in  the  letter  could  also  draw  her  social 
security  old  age  pension  without  the  means  test, 
hut  it  la  only  proper  that  she  should  nbt  draw 
that  and  continue  to  receive  the  accelerated  old- 
age  pension  (W.V.A.)  which  wa*  granted  to  her 
at  an  earlier  age  because  of  her  husband*  over- 
sea- set-vine. 

A veteran  with  a pension  will  receive  the  dLv 
ability  pension  plus  the  old  age  security  pension 
w hen  he  reaches  age  70. 

A provincial  or  federal  civil  servant  w ill  receive 
the  old  age  security  pension,  plus  hks  superannua- 
tion at  age  70.  aa  will  all  other  people,  including 
millionaires. 

War  Veterans'  Allowance  is  not  a pension 
awarded  by  statute  or  agreement  for  wounds  or 
sendees  ren.Jered  either  In  regard  to  time  or  place. 
It  is  rather  an  allowance,  which,  under  certain 
circumstances  of  employment  and  worldly  good* 
is  given  to  some  of  the  finest  people  of  the  land 
who.  because  of  service  to  their  country  and  cir- 
cumstances over  which  they  had  little  control,  are 
entitled  to  1l  in  many  cases  it  is  a wrllcarned 
accelerated  old-age  pension  plan,  and  there  are  no 
iniu«ti«M  being  perpetrated  on  recipients  as  far 
as  the  grneral  old-age  pension  is  concerned.

IT  WAS  Mark  Antony  who  said  that

This  was  borne 
home  on  me  the 
other  night  a.s  I 
s a t comfortably 
ensconced  — b y 
special  privilege 
naturally  ^ln  the 
press  box  at  Hnyal 
Athletic  Park  I 
had  gone  there, 
innocent  of  mind, 
particularly  to  look  out  for  those 
curves  1 hear  so  much  about.  Pitchers’ 
curves.  I mean,  so  do  not.  1 pray  thee, 
misunderstand  the  situation.  Nor  of 
course,  do  I refer  to  their  own  physical 
contours  but  rather  to  the  swerving 
balls  they  throw  nt  the  baiter. 

Just  to  dispose  of  this  point  without 
undue  elaboration,  let  me  say  1 am 
slid  looking  for  the  curves.  My  view 
of  Die  home  ^late.  a*  I believe  it  Ls 
railed,  was  excellent.  Indeed  from  Dial 
high  vantage  post  one  has  an  Olympian 
sense  of  omniscience,  but  I fear  that 
in  my  case  this  was  a delusion.  I was 
so  fascinated  by  the  pitcher's— er  — 
windup  that  by  the  time  my  eye 
switched  to  the  catcher's  mitt  the  ball 
had  disappeared  completely.

But  returning  to  the  wise  words  of 
Mark  Antony,  who  Incidentally  might 
have  had  better  luck  on  the  diamond 
than  he  had  nn  ihe  Nile,  llow  happy 
it  is  for  me  that  baseball  was  not  my 
game.  Imagine  mathematics  pursuing 
one  down  through  the  ages!  What  a 
risk  the  fielder  lakes!  A slip  of  the 
hand  or  foot,  a careless  mistiming,  and 
down  gees  the  error  for  life.  Until  he 
dies,  wlien  of  course  It  w ill  be  recalled 
with  ohitunrtaJ  unction,  this  lapse 
stands  mercilessly  against  hia  name. 
Ten.  twenty,  fifty  years  after  lu  oc- 
currence any  baseball  historian  may 
turn  up  the  record  and  gloat  over  his 
fall  from  grace. 

I must  say.  however,  that  this  dev- 
astating propped  did  not  seem  to  faze 
a dngle  Tv  re  one  visible  iota.  White 
and  black  arms  catapulted  Die  hall 
back  and  forth,  not  only  with  a speed 
that  had  me  groping  for  my  glasses, 
but  with  a nonchalance  well  worth 
passing  mention.  Not  too  nonchal- 
antly. you  understand.  There  l*  al- 
ways the  manager  to  think  of,  and  it 
ha.*-  been  indicated  to  me  that  managers 
expect  their  players  to  put  .some  zip 
into  their  play 

1 daresay  this  zippy  aspect  of  the 
game  is  so  plebeian  to  blase  baseball 
followers  that  they  never  notice  it 
unless  It  is  a latent.  but  a neophyte  like 
yours  truly  has  the  advantage  here. 
I could  sit  enthralled  by  -the  power 
and  precision  of  the  base  throwing, 
by  the-eleganee  and  grace  of  the  hu- 
man body  in  motion,  all  the  while  un- 
troubled by  the  arithmetic*  that  hunch 
fans  tensely  in  their  seats.  The  higher 
strategy,  the  deceptive  tactics,  I could 
ignore. 

* * * 

My  pride  makes  me  affirm  I did  not 
therefore  ait  in  « daze.  1 can  count, 
slightly,  and  little  colored  lights 
straight  across  from  me  set  in  neat 
little  groups  of  one,  two  and  three, 
made  It  possible  to  grasp  the  state  of 
the  game  at  any  given  moment  with- 
out undue  menial  strain,  I was  thus 
able  to  dismiss  a*  minor  distractions 
such  matters  as  double  play*,  home 
runs,  bunts  that  didn't  come  off  and 
hunts  that  weren't  attempted,  h*se- 
aleallng  and  any  worry  about  whether 
the  nun  on  first  should  huve  been  on 
third,  or  would  it  be  second? 

I could  mt  the  forest  without  both- 
ering about  the  trees,  as  it  were,  an 
enviable  position  open  only  to  the 
novice— and  1 made  the  most  of  it. 
I drank  in,  for  Instance,  the  delight 
en  masse  of  Tyee  supporter*  when 
*bref  of  those  baleful  errors  I men- 
tioned resulted  in  six  runs  for  their 
favorites,  all  the  while  noting  that  the 
prevailing  feminine  color  on  view  in 
the  bleachers  was  yellow.  Thia  was  in 
nice  contrast  to  the  white  and  grey 
uniforms  of  the  player*  and  the  dress 
of  the  umpire*.  Baseball  i«  such  a’ 
dusty  game  at  the  hot  comer*  that 
blue  serge  would  «Aem  Itvongruous  if  it 
wire  not  traditional  and  thereby 
blessed.  It  must  be  expensive  peeping 
umpire*  clean,  however. 

The  prodigal  use  of  baseball*  wa* 
merely  another  Hem  I noticed  In  paw- 
ing— causing  me  to  regret  rny  lost 
youth,  for  I did  love  a scramble  when 
things  were  for  free — as  I supped 
deeply  of  this  sporting  feast.  Mark 
Antony  himseir  would  have  relished  It, 

1 hope.  If  only  to  realize  that  good  os 
well  as  evil  may  follow  the  habits  of 
man.  and  that  a baseball  diamond 
sparkles  more  brightly  than  ever  did 
• Caesarian  arena. 


The  Eisenhower  Credo 


Ti/hRK  Is  a general  reluctance  on 
the  part  of  Canadian  newspaper* 
to  comment  with  any  degree  of  par- 
tiality on  the  political  affairs  of  their 
neighbors,  but  with  the  nomination  of 
presidential  candidate*  in  the  United 
Slates  an  exception  may  be  justified. 
So  interrelated  are  the  foreign— and 
to  some  extent  the  domestic— policies 
of  the  United  Stales  with  those  of 
Canada  and  the  resL  of  ihe  world  that 
the  political  outlouk  of  any  possible 
future  president  is  of  transcending 
significance. 

This  1*  particularly  so  in  the  case  of 
General  Eisenhower,  nominated  last 
week  as  the  Republican  candidate,  he- 
cause  under  his  leadership  the  Grand 
Old  Party  u*  conceded  to  have  ns  best 
chance  in  20  years  of  getting  into  the 
_ White  House. 

In  the  United 
States  there  are 
I ■ VI  considerably  more 

registered  Demo- 
cratic voters  than 
then*  are  Republi- 
cans. Therefore  to 
win  the  election  a 
Republican  candi- 
date must  have 
the  support  of  a 
substantial  num- 
ber of  Democratic  voters  and  a ma- 
jority of  the  independents  to  capture 
a number  of  the  traditionally  Demo- 
cratic state*.  Eisenhower's  supporters 
believe  that  on  the  basis  of  his  splendid 
record  and  reputation  he  can  do  Dus, 
whereas  Senator  Taft  would  have 
failed.  If  that  is  so,  and  if  the  protest 
vote  against  government  corruption 
and  muddling  1*  as  heavy  as  the  Re- 
publicans expert,  then  General  Eisen- 
hower is  the  next  president. 

* * * 

His  vote  appeal  was  one  of  two  chief 
reasons  for  the  selection  of  Eisenhower 
at  the  Chicago  convention.  The  other 
was  hi*  foreign  policy  compared  to 
that  of  Taft.  Though  both  approved 
the  convention's  resolutions-  committee 
promise  to  encourage  the  development 
of  collective  security  forces  in  West- 
ern Europe,  Eisenhower's  record  in 
this  respect  was  stronger  than  Taft's. 

Eisenhower,  for  example,  supported 
the  North  Atlantic  Treaty  from  it* 
beginning.  Taft  opposed  it  and  voted 
against  its  ratification.  Elsenhower 
favored  a full  scale  Marshall  plan,  Taft 
sought  to  reduce  its  appropriation  by 
25  per  cent.  Eisenhower  favored  help-

ing  European  allies  to  arm,  Taft  op- 
posed it.  Eisenhower  believes  in  the 
United  Nation*,  Taft  doesn't.  In  view 
of  the  convention's  declared  policy  of 
at  least  limited  internationalism  Taft's 
past  Isolationism  did  not  stand  him 
well. 

On  domestic  policy  Die  two  men 
have  not  been  so  divergent  In  the 
earlier  stage*  of  his  campaign  tu  de- 
feat Eisenhower  Senator  Taft  often 
claimed  that  "nobody  knows  where  Ike 
stand*."  and  thereby  played  into  Eisen- 
hower's hands.  For  subsequently,  in 
five  speeches  since  hia.  return  from 
Europe  and  several  press  conferences, 
the  general  has  made  his  position 
known  on  almost  every  major  issue. 

Though  some  of  tho*e  don’t  concern 
us  too  much  u'  Canadians,  it  Ls  inter- 
esting to  see  them  set  down  in  question 
and  answer  form  as  Die  Christian 
Science  Monitor  did  recently.  The 
answers  reveal  something  of  the  po- 
litical philosophy  that  was  an  enigma 
during  Eisenhower's  non -political  serv- 
ice as  a .soldier.  They  show'  qualities 
that  I** long  to  a man  of  candor,  sin- 
.verity  and  fHith.

• Elsenhower  has  never  voted  any- 
thing-but  Republican. 

• lie  believes  that  the  paramount 
issue  is  world  peace,  and  that  every- 
thing else  In  America  hangs  on  the 
task  of  keeping  the  country  militarily, 
economically  and  spiritually  strong. 

• He  will  not  hesitate  to  at  Lack  the 
records  of  the  Roosevelt  and  Truman 
administrations  because  he  has  never 
been  under  obligation  to  Diem.  He  be- 
lieves the  United  States  must  rid  itself 
of  the  complacency,  negligence  ami 
cynicism  of  a parly  too  long  in  power.

LONG  before  the  tourist  trade  wa* 
thought  of  in  Canada,  and  long 
before  any  hint  of  the  frenzy  of  modem 
• |I>  life  and  tr»f 
fie  was  apparent, 
a great  many 
thousands  of  Can- 
adians went  ex- 
ploring what  is 
now  called  the 
tourist  area  of 
Ihe  country.  They 
did  not  go  on  tour. 

They  went  to  find 
■ an  Ideal  wilder 
ness  site  and  there  build  t»  cottage 
and  settle  down  for  life.  Or  for  two 
months  of  every  year  of  their  lives. 

It  wo*  .for  peace  and  quiet  amid  the 
beauties  of  nature  that  they  went  to 
Di Lx  trouble  and  expense  Not  all  of 
them,  by  any  means,  were  well-to-do. 
The  great  majority  were  people  of 
modeal  means,  and  included  all  income 
level*  from  professional  men  to  clerks 
and  mechanics.  Canada  was  unique  in- 
its  geographical  features.  Within  a 
reasonable  distance  of  every  centre 
of  population  was  an  ideal  cottage 
area  of  lakes  and  wood*.  Probably  a 
larger  proportion  of  pur  population 
had  a summer  cabin  of  some  sort  than 
any  other  in  Die  world. 

Then  came  the  deluge  The  tourist 
traffic  brought  enough  fresh  wealth 
to  finance  highway  building  on  the 
grAnd  scale.  The  secret  places  of  even 
20  years  ago  arc  secret  no  more.  Thou* 
who  pioneered  the  holiday  regions 
have  king  ago  been  swamped  out  by 
what  amount  to  suburbs  of  Die  cities, 
wiih  most  of  the  city  features  from 
whu-h  the  pioneer1*  Intended  U>  escape:

An  Efficient  Clothes  Drier 


By  K.  N.  ANGIS 

DEFINITE  news  of  the  forth- 
coming Red  Cross  stamp  have 
now  been  received  from  Ottawo  by 
the  writer.  On  July  2 6 next,  a 
special  commemorative  with  a face 
value  of  4c  will  be  issued  to  honor 
the  18th  International  Red  Cross 
Conference  which  wlil  be  officially 
opened  in  Toronto  on  that  date. 
The  International  Red  Cross  Con- 
ference Is  the  supreme  governing 
body  in  the  world  of  Red  Cross  and 
meets  approximately  every*  four 
years.  This  will  be  the  first  time 
this  confenmce  has  been  held  in 
the  Western  Hemisphere  since  the 
Washington  Conference  in  1912.  It 
has  not  been  heid  in  Canada  before 
and  the  Importance  of  this  meeting 
cannot  be  overestimated  in  these 
unsettled  times. 


xyrHEN  you  have  finished  a hai  d 
W day's  travel  during  hot 
weather,  your  clothes  usually  be- 
come wet  with  perspiration  and  need 
airing  and  rinsing  and  drying  oul  In 
rainy  wAther  your  clothing  often 
becomes  wet  to  some  degree  de 
pending  on  the  water  repellent  qual- 
ity of  the  outer  garments.  There 
fore,  an  efficient  simple  clothes  dry 
Ing  rack  la  apprectared  In  camp. 

A good  rack  can  be  made  for  this 
purpose  of  cutting  two  foi  ked  limbs 
of  the  required  length  Leave  th»- 
forked  sides  sufficiently  lung  for 
adequate  room.  Each  prong  of  the 
fork  should  be  at  least  two  feet 
long  and  contain  all  the  side  twig*- 
These  side  iw  gs  ire  trimmed  to  be 
about  four  or  five  Inches  in  length, 
so  that  they  serve  as  clothe*  hanger 
prongs. 

SETTING  IT  l i* 

Next,  push  the  two  forked  sticks 
Into  the  ground  at  an  angle  and  le* 
the  two  crotches  lock  Into  each 
other  so  that  they  form  a stag  horn 
type  clothes  rack,  as  illustrated  in 
Figure  1.  This  rack  will  hold  a con 
•iderable  quantity  of  clot  lung  and 
enable  It  to  be  spread  out  a*  in 
Figure  2 The  rack  is  v-  tv  rigid 
and  can  be  construct'd  quickly 
Dining  hot  weather,  the  clothes 
drier  should  be  put  up  in  an  op* 
gravelly  spot  or  ahead  of  a bank 
that  will  reflect  the  heat,  for  the 
best  results,  in  such  a location 
clothing  will  dry  in  a few  minutes, 
but  It  will  dry  quickly  m any  po 
sition  where  the  sun  or  wind  can 
get  at  it. 

During  wet  weather,  place  the

The  bulletin  also  states  that 
the  stamps  will  be  sheets  of  50.  and 
tha'  none  of  lhe  stamps  will  be 
further  surcharged  with  the  letter 
"G”  for  use  In  government  depart- 
ments.

New  Pacific  Soundings  Deepest 


AT  the  end  of  an  echo  nearly 
. seven  miles  down.  British  sea 
survey  »m  have  found  a new  deep*''-' 
“deep ' for  all  the  world’s  oceans. 

RMS.  Challenger,  sounding  a 
vast  undersea  canyon  *outh  of 
Guam  in  the  western  Pacific, 
touched  bottom  at  35.640  feet  last 
summer  with  an  underwater, sonic 
Signal  and  a weighted  steel  wire, 
the  British  Admiralty  has  an- 
nounced. 

Previously  the  greatest  known 
ocean  depth  was  34,440  feet,  re- 
corded In  1945  off  Surtgao  Strait  In 
the  Philippine  Islands,  the  National 
Geographic  Society  say*.  Verified 
in  1950.  this  measurement  is  named 
Cape  Johnson  Deep  The  new  Chal- 
lenger Deep  exceeds  it  by  a full  300 
fathom*  < 1300  feel  l. 

between  Guam  and  yap 

At  the  time  of  discoverey  the 

Challenger  was  midway  between 
Guam  and  Yap  and  w ithin  300  mile* 
of  the  gfeaf  Second  World  War  an 
cnorage  of  the  U.S.  Navy  at  Ulithi 
Atoll.  A*  the  hydrographic  survey 
•hip  crossed  a known  trench  in  the 
•ea  floor,  its  sonic  depth  finders 
lost  touch  with  the  bottom  »t  about 
4.100  fathom* 


Explosive  etui  gea  were  set  off  In 
the  water  to  continue  the  soundings. 
The  Challenger  picked  up  the 
echoes  from  the  bottom  with  hydro- 
phones. Meanwhile,  a 140-pound 
lead  weight  was  lowered  on  a sound 
ing  wire.  It  ran  out  for  an  hour  and 
a half  before  striking  bottom. 

In  October,  the  Challenger  re- 
turned to  the  same  position  with  it^ 
sonic  equipment  adjusted  to  record 
the  great  dept  ha  The  measure- 
ment of  5.940  fathom.*  435,640  feet  l 
was  verified.  The  location  was 
latitude  11  degree*  21  minute* 
north,  longitude  142  degrees  15 
minutes  east. 

yvrinki.es  in  the  earth 

Chellenger  De^p  lie*  in  one  of  a 
series  of  deep  trenches  gashing  the 
Pacific  sea  floor  from  the  Philippine 
archipelago  to  the  Aleutians.  One 
arc  of  these  furrowed  wrinkles 
sweeps  from  Japan  southward  to 
the  Caroline  Islands,  rivaling  in 
depth  the  600-mile-long  Mindanao 
Trench  along  the  eastern  flank  of 
the  Philippine*. 

As  long  ago  a*  15*99.  a record 
depth  of  31.614  feet  was  reeled  off 
by  a survey  ship  charting  a Pacific 
cable  route  southeast  of  Guam.  The 
spot  wax  named  the  Nero  Deep.  Not 
far  away,  by  a later  discovery,  is 
the  32.2C8-fogt  Mansyu  Deep.

FOR  generations  Victoriaa*  have 
guarded  their  beloved  Beacon 
Hill  Park  like  the  treasured  jewel 
that  it  Is.  It  is,  indeed,  a garden  for 
all  Victoria's  homes  and  families. 

Every  lime  an  axe  is  raise* l against 
a Beacon  Hill  tree  there  is  a great 
storm  raised,  and  it  has  been  that 
way  since  the  beginning.  The 
thought  of  commercializing  Beacon 
Hill  has  always  sent  a chill  down 
the  spine  of  true  Victorians,  and 
they  rise  in  their  wrath  and  forb'd 
it. 

First  mention  of  Beacon  Hill 
in  The  Colonist  was  April  25,  1859 : 
"Beacon  Hill  races  Next  Monday 
and  Tuesday  the  horse  races  will 
come  off  at  Beacon  HilL  There  will 
be  lots  of  fun- catching  pigs  oy 
the  tail,  climbing  a greased  pole 
and  running  In  sacks.  Mr.  J.  Ducie 
Cusheon.  the  enterprising  proprietor 
of  the  Union  Hotel  will  erect  a 
large  circus  tent  to  accommodate 
the  public  with  refreshments,  which 
he  will  serve  In  that  masterly  styi*» 
peculiar  only  to  himself." 

In  September  of  1859  occurred 
the  first  tampering  with  the  park 
and  The  Colonist  ran  this  rather 
mysterious  note:  “Why  has  a por- 
tion of  Beacon  Hill  Park  been  sold 
and  lately  ploughed?"  There  was 
no  answer. 

A STRANGE  Dl'EL 
Victorians  must  have  done  a gre-tt 
deal  of  tongue  wagging  when,  in 
March  of  1861.  The  Colonist  pub- 
lished this'  “A  duel  on  Beacon  Hill 
— Yesterday  — a certain"  gallant 
colonel  and  the  keeper  of  a saloon, 
having  had  a difficulty  the  evening 
previous,  proceeded  to  Beacon  Hiil 
to  fight  it  out.  The. colonel  went 
provided  with  a duelling  pistol  and 
ammunition;  whilg  his  adversary 
ried  not  only  a pistol,  but  a 
sponge  and  a small  vial  containing 
red  ink.  Arrived  at  a secluded  spot, 
the  pistols  were  loaded  by  the  sec- 
onds'. with  powder  only,  and  the 
sponge  was  saturated  with  red  ink 
by  the  saloon  keeper.  The  distance 
— 10  pace#  was  duly  measur'd  off 
and  the  antagonists  took  their 
places.  The  colonel  looked  as  un- 
concerned as  if  he  had  just  been 
asked  to  take  a drink  by  an  intimate 
friend,  and  expressed  his  intention 
to  his  second  of  slaying  hi*  ad- 
versary. 

THE  -lOKE  SCORES 

"The  saloon  keeper,  although  he 
was  ”in'  with  the  wags  who  wete 
assisting  in  carrying  out  the  joke, 
was  very  nervous  and  inquired 
several  times  of  his  friends  il  they 
were  certain  that  the  balls  were  out. 
At  the  word,  the  weapons  were 
fired  and  the  saloon  keeper,  clap- 
ping his  hand,  in  which  was  the 
sponge,  to  his  breast,  fell  forward 
on  his  face,  apparently  lifeless.  His 
second  ran  to  him  and  turned  him 
over,  while  the  colonel,  looking  »» 
him  contemptuously  as  he  lay,  said, 
pointing  to  the  'blood'  ‘I  told  you 
1 would  kill  him.’  He  then,  with 
the  utmost  sang  Iroid.  took  Ids 
second’s  arm  and  walked  leisurely 
back  to  town.  The  wounded'  indi- 
vidual remained  motionless  until 
the  colonel  had  got  out  of  sigitr. 
when  he  also  started  for  home.  At 
a late  hour  last  night  the  colonel 
sliU  labored  under  the  impression 
that  he  had  killed  his  man  and 
seemed  as  proud  as  possible  under 
the  circumstances.  What  he  wjl 
do  today  when  he  meets  the  person 
be  supposes  to  be  ‘in  the  cold,  cold 
ground'  ’tu  hard  to  say;  but  we 
would  not  wonder  if  somebody 
receives  a severe  bruising. ' 

Now.  who  was  the  colonel,  and 
who  was  the  saloon  keeper?  The 
Colonist  made  no  further  reference 
to  the  matter.  Could  someone  have 
been  pulling  a joke  on  The  Colonist? 
POLE  FOR  PARK 
The  first  flagpole  on  Beacon  Hill 
was  apparently  erected  in  1862 


"Our  readers  may  remember  tne 
long  spar  which  was  presented  to 
the  Industrial  Exhibition  Commit- 
tee last  fall  by  Capt.  Stamp,  and 
which  It  was  Intended  to  send  to 
the  world's  fair  on  the  barque  True 
Briton.  That  vessel.  It  was  found, 
however,  was  not  long  enough  to 
accommodate  the  spar  and  It  bus 
therefore  remained  at  Esquimau 
ever  since.  Lately  Mr.  Pidwell,  the 
secretary  of  the  committee,  pro- 
posed that  it  should  be  erected 
on  Beacon  Hill  next  Queeen*X  birth- 
day. where,  beside*  being  the  high- 
est pole  on  record,  it  might  ulti- 
mately serve  to  support  a system 
of  signals  for  vessels  as  far  distant 
as  Capet  Flattery.  The  suggestion 
to  erect  the  pole  on  Beacon  Hill, 
we  learn,  has  been  adopted  and 
Her  Majesty’s  sailor.*  at  Esquimau 
| will  dre**  and  raise  it  on  the  day 
proposed." 

CUTTING  TREES 

The  Hrst  great  rumpus  about 
cutting  trees  in  Beacon  Hill  carot- 
in April  of  1862:  “The  most  careless 
person  who  has  been  in  the  habit 
of  visiting  Beacon  Hill  cannot  but 
have  noticed  the  gradual  diminu- 
tion of  trees  great  and  small— Ui 
the  grove  forming  the  northern 
boundary  of  the  jmrk.  Tree  after 
tree  is  culled  out.  and  in  a year 
or  so.  if  thqje  be  no  stop  to  the 
vandals  who  find  their  fuel  there, 
the  town  will  be  minus  a very 
handsome  grove,  and  visitors  to 
beacon  Mill  will  be  met  by  mutilated 
trunks  and  -lead  and  chaired 
Stumps.” 

In  its  earliest  days  Beacon  Hill 
Park  was  administered  by  trustees 
appointed  by  the  government.  This 
system  was  changed  in  1879:  “Bea- 
con Hill  Park  the  Corporation  cl 
the  City  of  Victoria  have  been 
appointed  trustees  of  the  Park  in 
place  of  Hon.  W.  J.  Macdonald  and 
J.  W.  Douglas,  who  have  resigned." 

A MINING  CLAIM 

A stir  was  caused  one  day  m 
1885  when  it  wa*  reported  quart/ 
had  been  found  on  the  Beacon  Hill 
waterfront  "The  other  day  John 
Lundy.  Who  arrived  from  Califoina 
last  spring,  recorded  a quartz,  claim 
on  the  rocks  off  the  battery  al  Fin- 
layson's  Point.  He  has  expended 
about  $8t»  and  his  time  in  sinking 
the  shaft  «o  far.  but  like  many 
another  worthy  prospector,  is  now 
impecunious  and  wishes  to  form 
a company  to  sink  it  deeper  and 
thoroughly  test  the  ledge.  It  would 
be  rather  startling  news  if  a mine 
of  wealth  has  been  under  our  feet 
and  passed  over  thousands  of  times, 
and  yet  not  known.  Thp  quartz  can 
be  readily  examined  by  a trip  to 
, Beacon  Hill." 


) That  was  the  beginning  and  tile 
end  of  mining  at  Beacon  Hill  Pork! 

SIG  IMPROVEMENTS 

In  mid  summer  of  1889  came  the 
first  extensive  work  at  Beacon  HU1. 
’Hie  Colonist  reported;  “Two  large 
gangs  of  men  are  at  present  busy 
with  the  work  of  Improving  Beacon 
Hill  Park.  The  first  *quad  are 
felling  the  veteran  trees  which  stand 
in  the  way  and  clearing  the  ground 
preparatory  to  grading  the  new 
roadway  past  Mr.  Leech's  residence. 
Mr.  Baker  has  the  contract  for  mak- 
ing the  new  road  to  the  park  and 
is  personally  superintending  the 
work.  The  second  gang  are  clearing 
and  excavating  lor  the  new  lake. 
They  have  found  it  necessary  iu 
dispose  of  an  immense  number  of 
grand  old  trees,  but  the.  result  of 
their  work,  when  seen  in  ail  is 
beauty,  will  abundnntlv  repay  ihcir 
loss." 

•At  K TO  NATURE 

Thus  encouraged,  the  City  Fath- 
ers evidently  became  extremely 
ambitious  and  the  park  impruve- 
menl  plan  was  expanded,  to  such 
un  extent  that  In  September  of  1689, 
The  Colonist  editorially  fumed  thus: 
"We  are  not  Surprised  that  quite 
a number  of  our  most  imelltgeu: 
citizens  are  disgusted  with  the 
'improvements'  that  are  being  made 
in  Beacon  Hill  Park.  People  go  to 
the  park  for  quiet.  They  ate  tired 
of  seeing  streets  and  gardens  and 
houses.  They  want  to  get  a glimpoe 
of  Nature.  If  there  is  not  a spot 
in  the  park  where  women  and 
children  can  spend  a pleasant  hour, 
free  from  anxiety  and  intrusion,  the 
park  will  be  spoiled  for  a great 
many.  But  cutting  roads  through 
the  park  so  that  wherever  the  plea* 
ure  seekers  go  they  arc  in  frai- 
lest their  little  ones  will  be  rur 
over,  and  they  themselves  annoyed 
by  the  dust  of  carriages,  and  »h« 
staring  of  impertinent  holiday  mak- 
ers. will  take  from  it  very  muen 
of  its  at  tract  iveness 

SOME  PROTESTS 

“Nothing  can  be  in  Mojsc  taste 
than  to  cut  a road  *o  the  top  of 
Beacon  Hill.  Those  who  ride  in 
carriages  can  see  ail  they  go  to 
see  without  taking  possession  of 
that  spot,  which  should  be  left  m 
the  pedestrian*.  We  must-  enter 
our  protest  against  rooting  up  any 
trees,  which  are  the  park's  chief 
ornament.  Not  one  of  them  that 
is  healthy  should  be  uprooted.  To 
remove  ihem  is  an  act  of  vanrUd 
ism.  Road*  that  are  necessary  can 
be  diverted  so  as  to  save  the  tree*. 
In  fact,  it  make*  very  little  odd* 
how  winding  th<^  roads  are  In  the 
park.

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EXPERIMENTAL  FARM  NOTES 

Pruning  Tomato  Vines 
Is  a Simple  Operation

TNRUNING  tomatoes  is  a simple 
L operation,  but  one  which  la  fre- 
quently found  puzzling  by  the  ama- 
teur gardener.  There  are  two  mam 
types  of  tomatoes,  the  dwarf,  deter- 
minate. or  aelf  pruning  type  on  the 
one  hand,  and  the  Indeterminate  or 
•taking  type  on  the  other.  It  la  im 
portant  to  know  which  you  are  dea! 
tng  with,  for  varieties  of  the  former 
class  should  be  left  unpruned  and 
unstaked  for  best  result*.  The  latter 
la  moat  frequently  trained  to  a 
single  stem  in  this  district.  The  pro- 
cedure consists  of  breaking  off  the 
young  shoots  appearing  in  the  axils 
of  the  leaves,  but  taking  care  to 
leave  the  terminal  growth  intact. 
When  these  side  shoots  are  small, 
they  will  break  off  readily.  If  per- 
mitted to  become  large,  however 
their  removal  la  far  more  difficult, 
and  attempts  to  break  them  off  may 
result  in  damage  being  done  to  the 
adjacent  leaf*  or  a portion  of  the 
main  stem.  Cutting  off  the  shoot 
with  a sharp  knife  often  become* 
essential  in  such  cases 

Usually  from  six  to  nine  leaves 
above  the  ground  are  developed  be- 
fore the  first  blossom  cluster  ap- 
pears. This  blossom  cluster  Is  fol- 
lowed by  three  more  leave-*,  then 
another  blossom  cluster,  and  this 
sequence  repealed.  In  an  average 
season  four  or  five  trusses  of  fruit 
will  ripen.  It  Is  a good  practice  to 
nip  out  the  terminal  growth  imme- 
diately above  the  third  leaf  follow 
lng  the  fifth  truss.  This  tends  to 
make  those  fruits  already  set  ripen 
more  quickly. 

TRIMMING  HEDGES 
The  chances  of  reducing  the 
amount  of  pruning  necessary-  to 
keep  a hedge  In  trim  seems  to  be 
one  step  nearer.  According  to  re- 
ports from  the  Agassiz  Expert  men 
cal  Farm  growth  of  certain  clipped 
hedges  sprayed  with  a weak  solution 
of  MaleiC  Hydraxide  shortly  after 
they  were  dipped  last  year  still  re- 
ms  ins  partly  checked  and  in  some 


cases  almost  completely  so  at  this 
time  (May)  thts  year.  It  was  ob- 
served. however,  that  there  was  con- 
siderable variation  In  tolerance  to 
the  chemical  between  the  different 
varieties  of  hedges  tested.  A list  of 
the  concentrations  found  most  suit- 
able for  each  variety  Is  given  as 
follows:

In  these  tests  the  clipped  hedges 
were  sprayed  from  one  day  to  one 
week  after  clipping  and  given  suf- 
ficient solution  to  completely  mois- 
ten the  clipped  stems  on  top  and 
sides.  It  took  xpproximately  one 
quart  of  solution  to  cover  a four- 
foot  section  in  this  manner. 

SAWDUST  Ml  LTH 

This  column  has  referred  many 
times  to  the  advantages  of  sawdust 
as  a surface  mulch  for  plants  that 
remain  In  posi#r»n  year  after  year, 
such  as  logans.  currants  and  fruit 
tree*.  For  this  purpose  any  kind  of 
sawdust  seems  to  be  suitable.  No 
in  effects  have  been  noticed  from 
the  use  of  fresh  cedar  sawdust. 
However,  where  fresh  sawdust  is  in 
corporate*!  immediately  into  the  soil 
results  may  be  quite  different.  In 
the  germination  of  vegetable  seeds 
under  varying  depths  of  sawdust  it 
ha*  been  found  that  normal  growth 
resulted  from  a coverage  of  one  Inch 
of  fir  and  hemlock  sawdust  with 
the  exception  of  beet  seed  which 
was  slower  In  the  fir.  Cedar  (fresh) 
appears  quite  harmful  and  germina- 
tion slow  and  uneven  at  all  depths. 
Large  seeds,  of  course,  came 
through  the  two  and  three  Inch 
depths  better  than  small  seeds  such 
as  onion,  lettuce  carrot  and  radish. 
Cedar  sawdust  that  has  been  ex- 
posed to  the  weather  for  a year  or 
two  should  be  quite  safe  to  use 
either  incorporated  with  the  soil  or 
for  coverage  in  seed  germination. 


You,  Too,  Can  Grow  Watercress

YOU  don’t  need  a bubbling  brook 
to  grow  watercress.  It  can  be 
frown  In  a pot  in  the  kitchen  win- 
low.  In  a tub  sunk  In  the  ground, 
ir  In  i moist,  shady  comer  of  the 
farden 

One  gardener  I know  grows  it 
>n  the  shady  side  of  his  garage 
mder  a water  outlet.  By  letting 
he  outlet  drip  just  a little  bit.  quite 
frequently,  it  keeps  the  soil  moist 
ind  cool  and  the  cress  grows  nap- 
[kly. 

Watercress  wlU  root  easily  from 
pieces  of  stems  placed  in  a glass 
of  water.  A small  box  of  moist 
sand  can  also  be  uoed.  If  you 
plant  the  rooted  stems  in  the  garden, 
space  them  about  four  Inches  apart. 

Cress  can  also  be  grown  from 
seed  planted  In  a flat  or  light  oU 
or  on  pieces  if  upturned  sod.  kept 
moUt.  Later  transplant  the  seed- 
lings Into  other  flats  or  Into  a tub 
sunk  In  the  ground. 

Fill  the  tub  to  within  three  or 
four  Inches  of  the  top  with  manure- 
toil.  Once  a week  allow  fresh  water 
to  overflow  the  tub.  Ground  char- 
coal will  help  to  keep  the  water 
tweet.  The  water  must  not  oe 
allowed  to  become  stagnant  or  t!ie 
cress  will  not  be  fit  to  use. 

If  you  decide  to  grow  cress  in  a 
glass  container  in  the  kitchen,  fill  a 
gia*L  container  nearly  one-third  with 
dean.  coarse  wet  sand.  Sprinkle 


the  cress  seed  on  top  of  the  san*L 
then  lay  a piece  of  glass  over  the 
opening  of  the  container  until  the 
seed  germinates.  As  the  cress 
grows,  do  not  allow  flower  buds  to 
develop  for  then  the  leaves  become 
sharp  In  flavor. 


Garden  Hints  . . . 

Many  vegetables  should  be  har- 
vested while  they  are  still  young 
Chard  and  lettuce  grow  bitier  with 
age;  radishes  become  peppery, 
beans  grow  tough;  beets  become 
“corky  ';  over  ripe  cabbages  tend  to 
split.

Careless  picking  of  peas  and 
bean*  may  disturb  the  plant's  roots. 
The  vine  should  be  held  with  the 
left  hand  while  the  pods  are  re- 
moved with  the  right  hand.

Early  matured  bean  and  pea  rows 
in  the  vegetable  garden  are  ideal 
places  to  plant  late  beets,  carrots 
and  other  root  or  below  the  ground 
crops.

Most  vegetables  will  droop  in  the 
hot  sun.  even  soon  after  a rain;  and 
If  they  are  upright  and  crisp  the 
next  morning  they  may  not  need 
water.  But  when  they  are  wilty  in 
the  morning,  soak  the  soil.

Extra  Azaleas  From  Cuttings 


THIS  Is  the  time  of  year  to 
propogate  azaleas  by  means  of 
cuttings.  Do  it  now,  however,  fo^ 
It  is  advisable  to  take  cuttings  when 
the  growth  is  only  half  ripened. 

Take  a cutting  four  to  six  inches 
long,  as  shown  In  the  accompanying 
Garden-Graph.  Cut  It  off  at  a joint. 
Then  cut  the  broken  end  to  a slant- 
ing point.  This  slanting  cut  must 
be  deep  enough  to  show  the  soft 
centre  of  the  branch.  , 

Remove  the  leaves  from  three  or 
four  nodes  at  the  base  of  the  cut- 
ting. Do  not  strip  off  the  leaves 
near  the  top  since  they  help  the 
cutting  to  breathe. 

The  cutting  should  be  planted 
in  a mixture  of  half  sand  and  half 
peat  moss.  Some  gardeners  prefer 
to  use  pure . peat  moss,  but  ,the 
Kurume  types  root  best  in  the  half 
and  half  mixture. 


When  planting  the  cutting,  be 
sure  than  one  or  more  of  the  lower 
nodes  are  covered  to  insure  good 
rooting.  Water  thoroughly  and  con- 
tinue to  keep  the  soil  moist. 

At  first  the  cuttings  should  be 
shaded  from  strong  sunlight  to 
avoid  wilting.  As  roots  form  more 
light  can  be  admitted.  When  fully 
rooted  the  cuttings  can  stand  full 
sunlight. 

The  cuttings  root  in  six  to  eight 
weeks,  after  which  they  should  be 
transplanted  to  two-inch  pots.  At 
this  time  add  leaf  mold  or  loose 
friable  soil  to  the  planting  mixture. 
Note  when  transplanting  cuttings 
that  particles  of  peat  moss  cling  to 
the  roots,  as  illustrated.  The  peat 
moss  holds  moisture. 

The  cuttings  should  be  kept  in 
a cold  frame  over  the  first  winter 
and  then  set  out  the  following 
spring. 


Raspberries  Will  Need  Pruning 


IF  you  have  established  raspberries 
in  your  home  garden,  their  health 
and  the  quality  of  the  fruit  can  be 
Improved  by  observing  certain  cul- 
tural cautions.  For  example,  after 
the  bushes  have  finished  fruiting 
they  should  be  pruned. 

First. cut  out  all  the  stalks  which 
have  fruited.  This  applies  to  red, 
black  and  purple  raspberries.  The 
old  canes  are  of  no  further  value  to 
the  plant.  Their  removal  permits 
the  new  canes  to  grow  without  ob- 
struction. Cutting  out  and  burning 
the  old  canes  also  destroys  any  In- 
sects and  diseases  that  they  may 
harbor. 

Next  prune  out  the  weakest  of 
the  new  shoots,  leaving  only  five 
or  six  of  the  sturdiest  new  canes. 
The  weak  canes  are  prone  to  winter 
kill.  Therefore,  pruning  at  the 
proper  time  will  conserve  much  of 
ihe  plant's  energy,  which  can  thus 
go  forward  a larger  crop  of  fruit 
the  next  season 

Orange  rust  is  the  most  serious 
disease  which  affects  blackberries, 
dewberries  and  black  and  purple 
cane  raspberries.  It  infects  the 


Rock  Plants 

The  heaviest  bloom  in  the  rock 
garden  is  usually  finished  by  the 
end  of  June.  Then  is  a good  time 
to  multiply  your  rock  plants  by 
dividing  them.  The  extra  plants 
can  be  used  to  fill  In  vacant  spots 
In  the  garden. 

Many  of  the  common  rock  plants 
can  simply  be  pulled  apart  to  make 
divisions  that  will  grow  and  thrive. 
One  is  the  dwarf  creeping  phlox, 
the  other  a dwarf  creeping  pink. 

All  of  the  thymes,  sedums.  ajugas. 
veronicas,  violas  and  polemonium 
can  easily  be  divided.  In  fact,  any 
plant  that  forms  mats  of  foliage 
or  large  stools  or  clumps  can  be 
nrooaeaied  by  simple  division. 


entire  plant,  including  crown  and 
roots.  The  plant,  roots  and  all, 
must  be  removed  and  destroyed  to 
stop  the  disease. 

The  blackberry  leaf  may  be  in- 
fected with  orange  rust.  The  light 
areas  almost  covering  it  are  deep 
orange  color.  Although  found  most 
commonly  on  wild  species,  this  dis- 
ease can  cause  serious  losses  in  cul- 
tivated berry  plantings.  Watch 
for  it! 


Guard  Fruits 
From  Aphids 

Perhaps  you  are  fortunate 
enough,  and  old-fashioned  enough, 
to  have  a planting  of  currants  and 
gooseberries  in  your  home  garden. 
If  so,  keep  alert*  for  invasions  of 
the  currant  aphid.  It  attacks  both 
currants  and  gooseberries. 

The  aphids  are  found  on  the 
undersides  of  the  curled  leaves. 
They  are  greenish  yellow  in  color. 
As  a result  of  the  attacks  of  the 
aphids  the  surface  of  affected 
leaves -become  bright  red  in  color. 

Omtrol  of  these  aphids  calls  for 
thoroughly  spraying  the  under- 
sides nf  the  leaves  with  a niootlne 
rotenone  solution.  Make  sure  the 
spray  also  gets  into  the  cup-like 
depressions  which  are  caused  by 
the  feeding  of  the  aphids 

A disease  of  brambles  which  is 
common  only  on  red  raspberries 
is  spur  blight. 

The  disease  appears  in  mid- 
summer as  a brown  or  purplish 
disc) lorat ion  on  the  young  canes 
just  below  the  leaf  stems  During 
the  rest  of  the  season  the  lesion 
spreads  up  and  down  the  cane  as 
illustrated. 

When  used  as  a dormant  or 
early  season  spray,  lime-sulphur 
In  dry  powdered  form  is  effective 
as  a control  measure.  It  Is  also 
less  toxic  to  foliage  than  liquid  lime- 
sulphur.

Cyclotrons  Produce  Vasl  Energy 


THOMAS  R.VHENRY

THERE  are  solar  “cyclotrons" 
which  produce  radio  waves  of 
enormous  energies. 

These  have  been  postulated,  and 
to  some  extent  their  likelihood  has 
been  demons' rated.  In  laboratory 
experiment*  by  U.S.  Bureau  of 
Standards  physicists.  They  explain 
n hitherto-unsolvable  paradox  of  the 
new  radio  astronomy. 

There  Is  o constant  radio-wave 
output  from  the  sun.  The  heat  en 
ergy  required  is  far  greater  than 
that  which  can  be  accounted  for  by 
the  surface  temperature,  about  6.000 
degrees  centigrade.  It  can  he  ex- 
plained only  by  the  assumption  that 
the  temperature  of  the  corona,  the 
pearl-colored  circle  of  light  which 
surround*  the  sun  at  a distance  of 
1.000.000  miles  or  more  .from  the 
surface  must  have  a temperature  of 
at  least  1.000.000  degrees.

Within  48  hours  there  was  a marked 
fail  in  the  temperature  of  the  Joint

ELFRIEDE  EISLER,  known  to  the 
world  as  Ruth  Fischer,  was 
born  In  poverty  and  grew  up  in  the 
Ghetto  of  Vienna.  Her  brilliance, 
her  intelligence  and  the  vigor  of  her 
early  youth  could  not  erase  the  fact 
that  her  Austrian  father.  Dr.  Ru- 
dolf Eisler.  was  a scholarly  but 
starving  failure.  Though  he  was  a 
professor  who  hao  written  30  philo- 
sophical works,  ?he  often  had  to  sell 
books  from  his  library  ta  get  a tew 
kreuaer  for  food. 

They  were  three  children  living  in 
i small  apartment  in  Vienna's  Leo- 
poldstadt  district.  They  were  intelli- 
gent youngsters.  Elfrlede,  and  her 
two  brothers,  Hanna  and  Gerhart. 
The  sister  especially  tried  to  take 
over  where  an  unhappy  mother  and 
a dreaming  father  failed. 

Brother  Hanna  seemed  lo  have 
had  tvo  other  wish  than  to  play  the 
piano  for  10  hours  a day 

IDOLIZED  LENIN 

Gerhart  was  30  In  1917,  when  he 
was  conscripted  into  the  Austrian 
army  and  .sent  to  Italy  to  fight 
against  the  Allies.  At  the  same 
lime  his  sister.  Elfriede.  a year  older 
than  Gerhart,  went  to  Vienna  Uni- 
versity. She  studied  economics  and 
history,  but  was  more  interested  In 
the  radical  youth  movement  which 
wanted  to  end  the  butchery  of  First 
World  War.  There  was  one  ma,n  in 
Russia  who  was  ready  to  accept 
peace  unconditionally.  He  even  put 
his  wish  on  paper,  in  a treaty  with 
the  Germans  at  Brest  Li  to  wsk.  That 
man  was  Lmtin,  the  father  of  the 
.Soviet  Revolution.  Though  Elfriede 
had  never  heard  his  name  before,  he 
bccaame  her  ideal. 

One  year  later,  the  revolutionary 
Russians  sent  emissaries  to  Austria. 
It  was  their  Job  to  find  young 
people  to  form  a Communist  party. 
The  emissaries  contacted  ihe  stu- 
dents at  Vienna  University  and 
within  a wreek  the  Communist  Party 
of  Austria  had  been  formed.  Card- 
holder No.  1 was  a woman  by  the 
name  of  Ruth  Fischer,  really  El- 
friede Eisler.  Her  brother,  Gerhart, 
who  had  become  dissatisfied  with 
army  life,  was  unemployed.  He 
joined  the  party,  too.  Harms  thought 
he  could  be  musical  adviser  In  the 
propaganda  work  of  the  pnriy. 

AUSTRIA  UNEASY 

For  a few  days  the  young  Com- 
munists fostered  revolt  near  the 
Vienna  parliament.  Bullets  were 
exchanged,  and  the  police  sewn  had 
things  in  hand.  Communist  revolu- 
tion was  evidently  hopeless  in  Aus- 
tria at  this  time,  so  Ruth  Fischer 
was  ordered  to  more  revolutionary 
areas. 

She  had  met.  in  the  meantime,  the 
leaders  of  the  Soviet  revolution  in 
Hungary,  men  like  Rakosy,  Vargas 
and  Bela  Run.  She  also  met  the 
rebels  of  the  Communist  revolt  in 
Bavaria.  All  were  sure  this  young 
woman  had  a great  future  in  the 
movement.  She  was  sent  to  Berlin. 
Here  she  had  more  to  do  than  dis- 
tribute or  study  Communist  pam- 
phlets. The  Communists  were 
strong.  The  early  Fascists  were  try- 
ing to  seize  the  power  from  the  new 
democracy  It  was  an  ideal  ground 
in  which  to  plant  revolutionary 
seeds.  Ruth  Fischer  worked  fever 
ishly. 

KITE  FOR  REVOLT 

In  1921,  this  hitherto  unknown 
woman,  who  was  not  even  a Ger- 
man citizen,  was  elected  chairman 
ft f the  Communist  party  in  Berlin. 
In  1922,  she  attended  the  fourth 
Congress  of  the  Communist  Inter- 
national in  Moscow.  Lenin  liked 
her.  Trotsky  admired  her  and 
Stalin  regarded  her  and  her  friend,

Questioned  about  hL*  role  In  the 
project  tit  earned  .him  mention  in 
a recent  Saturday  Evening  Post 
article)  Dr  Brown  points  backward 
to  the  earlier  work  which  started 
before  he  entered  medical  school. 

TWO  COMPOUNDS 

Cortisone  (Compound  E>  and 
hydro-cortisone  (Compound  F>  were 
among  several  chemicals  isolated  In 
small  quantities  from  animal  idre 
nal  glands  In  the  1930*11  by  Dr. 
Edward  C.  Kendall  of  Mayo  clinic 
ami  Prof.  Todeus  ReichMein  of  Swli 
zerland.  Very  little  use  could  be 
found  for  either  compound  until 
chenusts  learned  to  synthesize  it 
fcom  more  easily  available  raw  ma- 
terials and  m large  -quantities. 

Such  a process  was  finally 
achieved,  first  with  cortisone  and 
later  with  Compound  F.  in  the 
Merck  and  Co.  laboratories. 

Cortisone  was  tried  out  in  1949. 
with  dramatic  effects,  by  Dr.  Philip 
Heneh  of  the  Mayo  clinic.  Injected 
Into  muscle,  it  brought  relief  to 
thousands  But  It  often  had  nasty 
skle-ef frets.  In  the  case  of  the 
more  serious  rheumatoid  arthritis, 
the  chance  was  worth  taking  For 
the  somewhat  milder  osteoarthritis 
he  tightening  of  the  Joints  found 
mostly  in  older  people,  the  treat- 
ment was  not  thought  Lo  be  Justi- 
fied. Neither  wns  the  related  treat- 
ment with  ACTH. 

PATIENTS  HELPED 

Furthermore,  many  patients  who 
had  been  helped  by  cortisone  still 
suffered  from  one  or  more  espe 
dally  obstinate  and  painful  Joints. 

Dr.  J L.  Hollander,  chief  of  the 
arthritis  section  at  the  University 
of  Pennsylvania  Hospital,  had  long 
been  interested  In  the  temperature 
inside  normal  and  afflicted  joints. 
He  and  a colleague  threaded  fine 
thermocouple  wire?  through  Joints 
by  means  of  a hypodermic  needle, 
and  connected  the  wires  up  to  an 
amplifying  system  to  record  slight 
variations  in  temperature. 

He  found  that  when  there  was 
pain  in  an  arthritic  joint.  Its  tem- 
perature was  very  high.  Injection 
of  various  chemicals  into  the  Joint 
failed  to  cool  or  soothe  It.  Injection 
of  cortisone  Into  the  muscle  did  the 
trick,  but  there  were  still  those  pOs 
slblc  *Me-e  Meets  to  worry  about 

BEGINS  STUDY 

It  was  at  this  point  that  Dr. 
Brown  entered  the  picture.  He  came 
to  the  University  of  Pennsylvania 
Hospital  from  Vancouver's  Shaugh 
nessy  Hoapltal  on  a Canadian  Arth 
rills  and  Rheumatism  Society  one- 
year  fellowship. 

If  the  cortisone  eoukl  be  Injected 
directly  into  the  Joint  Instead  of  the 
muscle,  much  smaller  doses  would 
be  possible,  and  the  danger  of  side 
effects  less.  Dr.  Hollander.  Dr. 
Brown,  Dr.  Ralph  Jessar  and  Dr. 
Ernest  Brown  tried  It,  but  It  didn’t 
work.  Then  the  researcher*  tried 
Injecting  the  more  soluble  forms  of 
cortisone;  cortisone  acetate, 
cortisone  tri-carbollylate  and  free 
cortisone  In  alcohol  Still  no  results. 

THE  TRI  E STORY 

By  this  time,  hydro-cortisone,  or 

"Compound  F’  was  being  manufac- 
tured in  tiny  quantities  by  Merck 
and  Go.  The  four  doctors  injected 
"Compound  F"  Into  afflicted  Jobits 
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Gerhart  Eisler  and  his  brother  Haims  rated  as  top  Communists. 
They  were  brothers  of  Ruth  Fischer,  who  flitted  from  nation  to 
nation  in  her  work.  She  was  rated  one  of  the  cleverest  women 
in  international  politics. 

Stalin  also  had  his  own  hands  full. 
Trotsky  had  challenged  his  leader- 
ship. Was  this  a conspiracy?  Ruth 
was  now  called  to  Moscow.  Stalin 
had  another  session  with  her.  but 
she  refused  to  capitulate.  German 
Communists,  she  said,  had  to  be  the 
bosses  of  ihe  German  party,  and  not 
the. Soviets.  Stalin  placed  her  under 
arrest.  For  10  months  she  lived 
under  guard  in  the  flea  ridden  Hotel 
Lux  in  Moscow.  The  G.P.U.  was 
gathering  material  against  her.

Communist  Europe,  the  radicals 
and  leftists,  the  avant-garde,  inside 
the  Comintern. 

Rulh  pleaded  in  Moscow  that  the 
time  was  ripe  for  revolution  In  Ger- 
many. A German  Russian  alliance 
was  possible.  A radical  guerilla 
leader.  Max  Hoelz.  also  worked  to 
this  end  almost  single  handed.  He 
had  failed  because  Ire  had  no  organ- 
ized backing.  Now.  however,  if  the 
Communists  struck  soon  the  power 
was  theirs.  Lenin,  however,  warned 
that  "We  can't  export  Communism 
from  Russia:  all  countries  have  to 
own  form  of  Com- 
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leaders  in  Germany. 
Hanns  composed  catching  revolu 
tionary  songs,  and  Gerhart  became 
a Comintern  organizer.  Gerhart 
sided  against  Ruth.  He  said  she 
had  organized  .agents  against  the 
parly  and  Stalin.  She  was  disloyal. 
Twenty  years  later,  when  Gerhart 
Eisler  was  before  the  U.S.  Un-Amer- 
ican Activities  Committee  accused 
of  being  Spy  No.  1 in  the  United 
States,  he  testified:  "Ruth  Fischer 
is  a violent  enemy  of  the  Communist 
movement.  She  was  expelled  from 
the  German  Communist  party.  In 
her  expulsion  I played  a very  im- 
portant role  " 

Brother  had  turned  against  sister. 
Ruth  began  to  fear  f<»r  her  life 
Under  arrest,  they  could  ‘liquidate’* 
her  without  a trial. 

TROUBLE  BEGINS 

Luck  was  with  her  Stalin,  after 
his  battle  witn  the  Trotsky  opposi- 
tion. was  tired,  worn.  - He  left  for  a 
long  vacation.  This  w as  her  chance. 
She  still  had  her  friends.  Zinoviev, 
Kamenev.  Bukharin,  all  the  old 
guard  of  Lenin,  who  wen*  liquidated 
later.  They  helped. 

Ruth  returned  to  Berlin  to  find 
her  Communist  friends  persuaded 
she  was  in  disfavor  at  ihe  Kremlin. 
Still,  she  was  a member  of  the 
Reichstag.  The  Communists  askerf 
her  to  resign  her  seat.  Ruth  re- 
fused. She  sat  now  to  the  ultra  left 
in  the  Reichstag  with  two  others, 
one  of  whom  was  Hugo  Urbuhns. 
the  rebel  from  Hamburg. 

Ruth  Fischer  became  the  anti- 
Stalin  scourge.  She  broke  the  story, 
in  1929,  that  her  brother  had  been 
sent  underground  to  China.  She 
told  of  secret  deals  between  Nazis 
and  Communists  to  wreck  German 
democracy,  She  investigated  secret 
deals  between  Gestapo  and  G P U. 
Her  exposes  were  thorough,  and 
above  all,  true.  Foreign  govern 
menu  became  interested  in  her 
warnings.  All  ex-Communists  kept 
in  contact  with  her.  Still,  she  was 
not  ready  to  break  with  Com  mu 
nlsm.

By  1923.  Ruth  was  almost  In  sole 
command  of  the  German  Com- 
munist party.  Max  Hoelz's  idea  of 
armed  revolt  was  to  be  encouraged. 
German  democracy  was  weak  and 
further  weakened  by  the  pressure 
of  the  early  Nazis  and  monarchists. 
Street  fighting  broke  out  In  Ham- 
burg. Finally  Communists  sat  in 
the  government  In  Thuringia  and 
Saxony. 

A MASTER  MIND 

At  this  period.  German  spy  and 
terror  cadres  were  organized  as  a 
kind  of  Red  German  GP.U.  Ruth 
was  the  master  strategist,  a cunning 
and  brutal  revolutionary,  but  slowly 
she  realized  tljat  Russia  did  not 
want  to  have  a revolution  in  Ger- 
many just  then.  Russia  needed  Ger- 
many’s armament,  needed  German 
raw  materials  and  machines,  needed 
also  German  skill  and  labor  to  build 
up  the  Soviet  Union 

Stalin  turned  to  other  leaders  pf 
German  Communism,  such  as  Hein- 
rich Bran dler  and  later  Ernst  Thael 
marrn.  Ruth’s  star  was  waning. 
Still,  she  had  been  elected  a.  member 
of  the  Reichstag, 'the  German  parlla 
ment  She  was  tn  the  Germar 
Reichstag  until  1928.  She  was  a 
member  of  the  Presidium  of  the 
Communist  International  until  1928 
She  met  all  Iho  leading  Communists 
such  as  Bukharin.  Zinoviev,  Kam- 
enev, Togllattl  of  Italy.  Gottwald  of 
Czechoslovakia,  and  Tito  of  Yugo 
slavln.  She  met  Stalin  many  times. 
He  liked  her.  but  resented  her  re 
luctanee  to  appreciate  that  Russia 
came  first,  Germany  second 

RUSSIA’S  BEST 

She  was  Russia's  best  agent  in 
Germany,  the  most  dynamic  and 
talented  Communist  there,  but  she 
was  untamed,  an  inveterate  idealist, 
and  Stalin  had  no  use  for  idealists 
or  wild  women  who  would  not  take 
his  orders.

SUICIDE

Others  think  the 
hapless  bird  got  into  an  air  pocket 
and  could  not  get  out  of  It.

CLINIC  PLANNED 

Establishment  of  a nydrothera 
peutic  unit  Is  planned.  Officials  of 
the  clinic  hope  to  have  it  in  opera- 
tion by  the  end  of  the  year. 

The  unit  will  consist  of  an  over 
sized  Monel  bath-tub  in  which  pa 
tients  will  lie  and  receive  special 
underwater  exercises.  The  warm 
water  will  be  agitated  so  that  a 
soothing  effect  will  be  imparted  to 
the  skin,  superficial  muscles,  and 
the  Joints. 

Dr.  Brown  follows  medical  tradi- 
tion in  steering  the  conversation 
away  from  himself  to  his  colleagues 
and  the  arthritis  clinic.

weeks.  From  this,  the  investigators 
felt  that  Compound  F might  be  the 
true  adrenal  hormone  that  works  at 
tissue  leveL  They  thought  it  might 
work  on  any  other  part  of  the  body 
inflamed  by  arthritis  and  allied  dls 
eases. 

They  tried  it  on  some  people  who 
had  pieurisy  associated  with  one  of 
the  rheumatic  diseases.  By  putting 
the  drug  In  the  pleural  cavity,  they 
stopped  the  re-accumulation  of 
pleural  fluid.  They  tried  It  In  eyes 
Inflamed  by  a rheumatic  ailment, 
and  it  seemed  to  work  within  seven 
or  10  days.  They  also  found  that 
Injections  of  Compound  F had  suc- 
cess of  varying  duration  In  the  treat- 
ment of  several  forms  of  arthritis; 
bursitis,  osteo-arthritls,  gout  and 
others. 

R ESI  UTS  STATED 

Dr.  Brown  participated  a paper 
read  to  the  American  Society  for 
Clinical  Investigation  In  Atlantic 
City.  April  1.  1951.  and  at  the  Amer- 
ican Rheumatism  Association  meet-

FLEET

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Of  the  free  countries  of  the 
wortd,  Canada  and  the  United 
States  are  almost  alone  in  setting 
up 'uw  barriers  In  the  way  of  the 
free  flow  of  knowledge  through 
books. 

According  to  the  United  Nations 
Educational.  Scientific  anti  Cultural 
Organization,  almost  every  other 
free  country  In  the  world  has  rati- 
fied. or  at  least  signified  approval 
of  a treaty  to  eliminate  the  tax  and 
tariff  restraints  on  literature  that 
were  clamped  on  as  emergency  war 
revenue  measures  and  never  re- 
moved. 

Until  recently  such  taJtes  and 
tariffs  were  the  exclusive  property 
of  totalitarian  states  that  used  the 
tax  and  tariff  to  discourage  all  but 
state-recommended  reading. 

Under  the  new  U.N.EJ5.C.O. 
treaty,  member  countries  have 
agreed  to  "continue  their  common 
eftort  to  promote  by  every  means 
the  free  flow  of  educational,  cul 
tural  am.  scientific  materials'*  and 
to  grant  these  materials  safe,  sim- 
plified and  expeditious  clearance 
through  customs. 

. Secretary  genera,  of  the  United 
Nations  Trygve  Lie  has  hailed  the 
treaty  because  it  ‘makes  it  possible, 
on  the  one  hand,  for  people  to  ob- 
tain more  easily  and  cheaply  the 
materials  needed  for  their  own 
education  and  enlightenment.  On 
the  other  hand  It  gives  ach  country 
greater  access  to  all  the  different 
expressions  of  the  cultural  life  of 
other  countries  and  thus  helps  to 
build  a spirit  of  mutual  understand 
Ing  and  respect." 

The  drafting  pt  the  treaty  fol- 
lowed a study  of  the  growth  of 
barriers  to  free  Importation  of 
books  and  a detailed  survey  of  the 
existing  barriers  to  knowledge. 

The  committee  making  the  his 
tortc  study  found  that  the  growth 
of  harriers  against  Importation  of 
the  Literature  of  other  countries 
was  of  comparatively  recent  origin. 

for  a while  book  Imports  In 
Britain  were  discouraged  by  taxes 
in  the  early  Victorian  era.  but  by 
liWO  there  was  a treaty  between 
France  and  ’England  which  pro- 
vided specifically  tor  ' free  trade 
In  hooka"  '• 

Ami  although  there  were  lapses 
most  enlightened  countries  con 
tlnued  to  exempt  books,  particularly 
educational  books.  from  such 

tariffs. 

But  In  the  First  Great  War  this 
fre»t  interchange  of  the  world's 
literature  came  to  n end.  Tariffs 
roe**  new  restrictive  measures  were 
devised  notably  licensing  which 
enabled  political  parties  In  power  to 
control  International  trade  in  books 
absolutely. 

The  depression  of  the  1930‘s  led 
to  even  more  rigid  restrictions  ami 
the  division  of  the  world  Into  eco- 
nomic blocks  kept  knowledge 
"penned  within  economic  fences. 

Sir  Stanley  Unwin,  president  of 
the  International  Publishers*  Con 
gress.  said  recently  that  it  is  “a  sad 
reflection  upon  th«  age  in  which  we 
Uve  that  almost  all  the  restrictions 
recorded  are  of  recent  origin." 

"Before  the  First  World  War."  he 
said,  am  probably  even  before  the 
second.  It  would  have  been  possible 
to  list  on  a half -sheet  jf  notepaper 
the  obstacles  that  handicapped  the 
flow  of  books;"  now  the  list  re- 
quires "a  large  and  closely -set 
volume  of  167  pages." 

Apparently  Canada  Impedes  the 
free  flow  of  knowledge  between 
countries  only  through  the  desire  to 
collect  revenue  rather  than  from 
anv  deliberate  antl-cultural  policy

principality  of  Monaco  as  the 
world’s  foremoat  paradise  for  gam- 
ble rs. 

Competltion  from  German.  Italian 
and  French  resort*  ha*  been  grow- 
ing, The  young  crowned  head  of 
the  postage-stamp  state  Prince 
Rainier,  has  long  been  dissatisfied 
with  the  gas-lit  era  drapes  and  gild- 
ings of  the  vast  gambling  halls  and 
the  fading  glories  of  the  big  hotels 
which  were  considered  de  luxe  in 
hta  grandfather's  day.  Revenue* 
have  been  steadily  falling  as  wealthy 
sportsmen  have  taken  their  baccarat 
carat,  chemln  de  fer  and  roulette 
money  elsewhere 
OLD  MEMORIES 

But  the  old  management,  headed 
by  Alfred  Pelpierre  and  his  assis- 
tant, Henri  Le  Roux  whose  mem- 
ories went  hack  to  Louis  Blanc  and 
the  showmanship  that  laid  the  for- 
tune* of  the  Concessionaires  in  the 
mid  eighties  nesitated  to  change 
anything  that  passed  for  glamour 
In  thefr  youth. 

Their  one  reluctant  experiment  In 
motlermzatjon  failed  to  bring  the 
new  business  that  was  promised. 
This  was  to  Introduce  craps  as  an 
additional  gambling  attraction  an 
idea  that  they  picked  up  from  enthu- 
siastic American  servicemen  on  post- 
war visits  to  Monte  Carlo.

went  to  the  rival  resort  of  Deauville.

Another  Idea  was  to  cut  the  rou- 
lette tables  Into  two.  but  people  did

Discovery  of  New  Alloy  Brings  Atom  Plane  Nearer 


LONDON  IN  AN  A Kemnews).— 
Britain  ha*  succeeded  the  bril- 
liant triumph  of  (he  Comet,  the 
world’s  first  Jet  airliner,  with  a new 
discovery  which  gives  her  the  lead 
over  ay  other  nations  In  the  race 
for  the  first  atomic- powered  air- 
plane. 

It  la  rated  by  experts  as  impor- 
tant as  the  Invention  of  the  Jet  en- 
gine itself.  Despite  the  vast  finan- 
cial and  technical  resources  of  U.S. 
atomic  *Hen  ustx,  British  nuclear- 
research  workers,  restricted  to  ex- 
periments on  a much  smaller  scale, 
have  overcome  the  major  difficulty 
In  the  way  of  the  atomic  plane. 

Harwell  metallurgists  have  tlevel- 
oped  a new  alloy  which  makes  pos- 
sible the  construction  of  a compact 
atomic  aractor  capable  of  generat- 
ing tremendous  power. 

WONDER  METAL 

The  new  wonder  metal  look*  like 
any  ol  100  different  alloys  in  every- 
day use.  but  its  special  properties 
make  if  passible  for  a comparatively 
thin  shield  of  the  new  metal  to  do 
the  work  of  a concrete  wall  many 


feet  thick,  in  damping  the  deadly 
radiation  from  the  atomic  engine. 

Up  till  now.  the  obstacle  In  the 
way  of  the  atomic  plane  has  been 
the  need  to  use  shields  of  lead  and 
concrete.  For  six  years  an  American 
aircraft  company  has  been  strug- 
gling with  the  problem  of  making 
an  airframe  strong  enough  to  carry 
this  abnormal  weight. 

The  reactor  now  made  practicable 
by  British  Inventors  is  reported  to 
be  small  enough  to  be  mounted  on 
a case  only  four  feet  square.  Tech- 
nical details  are  secret. 

VARIOUS  METHODS 

It  can  be  revealed,  however,  that 
the  basic  engine  Is  capable  of  adap- 
tation for  driving  propellers,  or  for 
use  In  a system  of  hot  air  Jet  pro- 
pulsion. Fueled  by  a few  pounds  of 
uranium,  the  reactor  la  capable  of 
many  years’  running  without  atten- 
tion other  than  normal  mainte- 
nance. 

In  the  atomic-jet  engine,  the  re- 
actor takes  the  place  of  the  combus- 
tion chambers  of  a jet  engine  In 
which  paraffin  normally  is  burned. 
Air. In  the  atomic  Jet  is  heated 
tremendously  by  being  pumped 


through  the  reactor  in  which  a 
slowed-down,  controlled  atomic  ex- 
plosion takes  place. 

LONG  TRAVEL 

The  rapidly  expanding  hot  air  is 
exhausted  at  high  speed  from  a nor- 
ma! Jet  pipe.  Fuel  for  the  reactor 
would  weigh  a few  pounds  instead 
of  the  many  scores  of  tons  needed 
to  drive  a heavy  jet  bomber,  and 
this  light  load  of  uranium  would 
allow  the  atomic  plane  to  fly  round 
the  world  nonstop. 


More  Important,  the  lightweight 
unit  will  enable  the  atomic  plane  to 
fly  anywhere  In  the  world  with  a 
full  load  of  passengers-  or  bombs. 
Atomic  powered  aircraft  no  longer 
need  he  outsize  machines  built  at 
tremenous  cost  which  only  govern- 
ments can  afford.  The  ccrjpactness 
of  the  new  engine  will  allow  a 
smooth  change  from  jet  to  atomic 
travel. 

The  value  of  the  British  discovery 
will  be  reflected  in  all  fields  of 
atomic-energy  application.

West  Coost  Cities  Profited  When  Thousands  Went  North 
to  the  Yukon  in  Seorch  of  Fortunes — Victoria,  Vancouver 
and  Seattle  Were  Hot  Spots  on  the  Routes

ONLY  those  who  stood  by  and 
watched  the  gold-rush  throng 
pouring  through  the  cities  of 
Seattle.  Victoria  and  Vancouver  can 
have  any  Idea  what  the  migration 
north  really  meant.  Eveiy  vessel 
that  was  available  and  could  be  con- 
verted quickly  to  the  carrying  of 
gold-mad  men.  and  w omen,  too,  yas 
pressed  into  service.  Those  who 
could  get  passage  up  the  coast  were 
generally  the  fortunate  ones. 

Victoria  got  a fair  share  of  the 
traffic  and  her  stores,  wholesale  and 
retail,  enjoyed  a lucrative  sale  of 
goods — clothing,  food  stuffs,  tents 
and  sleds.  Horses  were  in  demand, 
too;  and  everyone  owning  a dog 
that  could  pull  its  own  weight 
(heavy  canines  were  earnestly 
sought)  had  to-keep  close  watch  on 
their  pets.  All  that  could  be  bought 
changed  hands  legitimately;  but 
some,  with  vigilance  relaxed  a bit, 
"went  missing.” 

TRAINING  DAYS 

Some  of  the  eager  argonauts, 
while  waiting  for  their  ships  to  sail, 
were  in  the  habit  of  taking  sleighs 
and  dogs  to  Beacon  Hill  Park,  where 
the  latter  were  broken  to  harness 
and  the  feel  of  a sled.  I remember 
one  picturesque  figure  breaking 
some  dogs  near  the  old  Colonist 
Hotel  one  day.  That  was  th«  man 
who  gained  a lot  or  notoriety  around 
Dawson,  where  he  acquired  a repu- 
tation which  will  be  associated  with 
the  story  of  Dawson  and  the  north- 
land  as  long  as  the  Kkmdtte  is  re- 
membered — “Swift  water  Bill," 
whose  real  name  was  William  Gates. 

The  coast  dties  of  Victoria,  Van- 
couver and  Seattle,  although  they 


were  sitting  pretty  in  the  picture, 
had  some  competition  of  sorts  for 
the  nimble  dollar  the  bulk  of  the 
argonauts  possessed.  It  didn't 
amount  to  much  and  .should  never 
have  been  encouraged.  There  Ivere 
several  "All  Canadian  Routes"  pub- 
licized. One  favored  by  Canadian 
Federal  authorities  was  via  Wran- 
gel.  a US.  port,  to  Telegraph  Creek 
■ •n  the  Stikine  River,  thence  over- 
land to  Teslin  Lake,  out  of  which 
flows  the  Hootalinqua  River,  tribu- 
tary of  the  Lewes,  a headwater  of 
the  Yukon. 

EDMONTON  ROUTE 

Edmonton  was  another  starting 
base  for  an  "All  Canadian  Route,” 
also.  It  was  much  advertised.  This 
was  from  the  Alberts  capital  to 
Athabasca  Landing  overland,  by 
boat  to  I^ake  Athabasca,  down  Slave 
River,  across  Great  Slave  Lake, 
down  the  Mackenzie  to  neighbor- 
hood of  Fort  McPherson,  thence  up 
the  Rat  FUvet  and  along  an  all-water 
connection  to  McDougaU's  Pass  into 
the  Porcupine  River  and  down  that 
stream  to  the  Yukon,  some  2.400 
miles  travel  from  Edmonton. 

An  alternative  route  was  aiong 
another  old  fur-trading  way  via 
Lesser  Slave  Lake,  the  Peace  and 
Halfway  Rivers  and  over  a moun- 
tain pass  to  the  Liard,  up  that  river 
Lo  Frances  River  and  Lake  and 
across  the  continental  divide  to  the 
Pelly  River,  another  headwater  of 
Ihe  Yukon,  which  it  enters  near 
Fort  Selkirk. 

FEW  GOT  THROUGH 

Both  those  routes  w-ere  at  best 
"back-door”  entrances,  as  they  were 
rightly  termed,  to  the  Yukon's 
golden  storehouse.  Rcvelstoke  also 
put  forth  some  claims  for  recog- 
nition as  a starting  point,  overland 
all  the  way,  to  the  gold  fields.  It  is 


Pictures  of  Southern  Milky 
Way  Ready  After  Five  Years 


ASHINGTGN  - After  more 
than  five  years  of  painstaking, 
skillful  work,  a photographic  sky 
chart  of  the  Milky  Way  as  seen 
from  the  southern  hemisphere  is 
ready  for  distribution  to  150  astro- 
nomical ohserv  at  ories  throughout 
the  world. 

f The  sky  chart  was  prepared  by 
Father  FYancis  J.  Hayden,  S.J.,  of 
Georgetown  University,  Washing- 
ton, DC,  from  photographs  made 
in  May.  1947.  when  Father  Hayden 
was  a member  of  the  National  Geo- 
graphic Society  eclipse  expedition  to 
Bocaiuva,  Brazil.  The  chart  Is  a 
Joint  project  of  the  Georgetown  Uni- 
versity Observatory  and  the  Society. 

The  Hevden  plates,  covering  one 
particular  portion  of  the  southern 
hemisphere  sky.  and  the  much  more 
extensive  Sky  Survey  now  in  prep- 
aration from  photographs  Taken  by 
the  Schmidt  48-lnch  telescope  at 
Palomar  Mountain,  California,  will 
complement  each  other.  The  Pal- 
omar project  also  is  sponsored  by 
the  National  Geographic  Society,  in 
co-operation  with  the  California  In- 
stitute of  Technology. 

C I.KAK  IN  DETAIL 

The  finished  pictures  In  the 
Georgetown  series,  17  in  number, 
are  of  remarkable  clarity,  showing 
in  detail  the  millions  of  stars  in  the 
Milky  Way,  the  flaming  nebulosities 
of  stellar  matter  and  the  dark  nebu- 
losities. The  latter  are  unillumln- 
ated  m»'w  of  matter  appearing  as 


black  splotches  against  the  back- 
ground of  stars. 

In  addition  to  their  clarity,  the 
plates  show  a complete  uniformity 
of  dark  sky  background.  No  plate 
is  lighter  or  darker  than  any  other. 
To  achieve  this  uniformity  despite 
slight  differences  In  sky  condition 
at  exposure  time  required  the  most 
exacting  work  in  the  darkroom, 
when  the  plates  were  being  devel- 
oped and  printed. 

Father  Heyden  explains  that  the 
clarity  of  the  finished  plates  is  due 
to  the  original  quality  of  the  -nega- 
tives qnd  to  the  printing  process. 
Each  finished  print  has  been  ex- 
posed to  the  negative  three  times  to 
bring  out  complete  detail. 

BLUE  NEGATIVES 

The  set  of  pictures  now  ready  for 
distribution  was  taken  on  blue  sen- 
sitive negatives,  to  show  stars  with 
a blue  basic  light.  Another  set  also 
was  photographed  with  red  sensitive 
plates. 

The  photographs  were  iaken  with 
a five  Inch  Ross  lens  in  a telescope- 
camera  automatically  kept  in 
position  despite  the  earth’s  rotation. 
Each  plate  was  exposed  for  approxi- 
mately two  hours. 

The  plates  ore  in  considerable  de- 
mand Astronomers  in  all  parts  of 
the  world,  particularly  in  the 
southern  hemisphere,  wish  to  make 
use  of  them  for  study  and  com- 
parison, as  they  are  perhaps  the 
first  comprehensive  photographs 
ever  made  of  the  entire  southern 
Milky  WaV-

Then  .there  was  the  all  w ater  route 
via  SL  Michael's  and  the  Yukon 
River.  This  route  had  little  appeal 
at  first  hand,  having  no  assurance 
the  river  boats  wouldn’t  be  caught 
in  the  ice  and  frozen  up  for  the 
winter,  not  an  unusual  occurrence. 
Again,  there  was  anothei  route 
through  United  States  Alaska.  It 
was  known  as  Dalton's  Trail,  started 
at  Pyramid  Harbor  and  proceeded 
overland  via  Chiikat  Pass,  thence 
generally  over  open  country  to  point 
on  Lewes  River,  near  Five  Finger 
Rapids,  and  to  Fort  Selkirk,  some 
350  miles  from  tide  water  and  175 
miles  from  Dawson.  It  was  named 
after  Its  discoverer,  Jack  Dalton, 
and  was  available  for  cattle  and 
horses. 

BOOM  IN  TRADE 

Needless  to  state  the  competition 
for  the  privilege  of  supplying  the 
northbound  throng  with  outfits  and 
provisions  was  a trifle  terrific  in 
the  coast  cities.  While  Seattle  prob- 
ably got  the  bulk  of  the  trade, 
having  capitalized  on  the  fact  that 
the  majority  of  the  treasure  ships, 
with  their  lucky  miners  aboard, 
made  Seattle  their  first  port  of  calL 
So  the  biggest  part  of  the  traffic 
proceeded  north  from  the  Puget 
Sound  city.  At  that,  the  leading  Vic- 
toria and  Vancouver  merchants  had 
no  reason  to  complain  Vb>ut  their 
share  and  had  all  they  could  do  to 
meet  the  demand  for  supplies  and 
equipment.

A beachcomber  also  must  remember  that  the  forest 
serNire  hasn't  yet  created  regulations  for  licensing  of  log 
salvage  receiving  stations,  although  it  ha?  the  power  to  do 
so  under  the  Forest  Act. 

Any  log  marked  with  a registered  Umber  mark  must  he 
handed  over  to  the  owner  of  the  mark  upon  demand,  once 


year  especially  In  view  of  high  log  prices. 

Fishermen  turn  beachcombers  between  seasons,  par- 
ticularly in  Howe  Sound  and  the  Gulf  Islands.  There  are 
additional  men  with  boats  who  do  nothing  but  salvage  logs 
broken  away  from  booms,  the  department  says. 

The  forest  service  recommends  study  of  10  do's  and  don'is 
in  regard  to  the  work.

All  logs  picked  up  should  be  scaled  by  a licensed  scaler 
of  the  forest  service  and  definitely  before  selling  them  or 
turning  them  over  to  the  registered  owner  of  any  timber 
mark  which  appears  on  them. 

With  issue  of  a scale  bill,  owners  of  timber  marks  shown 
are  notified  of  their  log?  being  In  beachcombed  booms.  A 
scale  bill  Is  not  available  to  the  beachcomber  until  10  days 
aft^r  the  date  of  issue.

Hoi.  you  say’  We  mind  the  time  back  In  *51  when  It 
was  so  hot  Ihe  Johnson  Street  Bridge  kept  expanding,  and 
couldn't  be  lowered  unlll  the  evening  sir  cooled  it  off. 

What  day?  Exactly  one  year  ago  yesterday.  July  12,  when 
the  fhermomeier  soared  to  92.1  degrees. 

It  was  also  the  32nd  consecutive  day  without  rain,  and 
not  quite  one  third  of  the  way  through  the  98day  dehydra- 
tion period  that  was  to  coal  the  province  $50,000,000  in  lost 
wages  due  to  fires  and  forest  closures. 

But  before  that  record  dry  spell  was  to  bake  luelf  out. 
Victorians  were  to  have  few  hot  weather  laughs,  some 
doubts  and  nol  a few  tears,  all  because  It  got  *o  du*t-dry 
and  refused  to  rain. 

On  Monday.  July  IB  a quiet  little  man  armed  with  a 10- 
pound  instrument  he  called  a "l-nlversenpe"  arrived  at 
Patricia  Bay  airport  bound  and  determined  to  make  rain  for 
the  Saanich  farmers. 

He  was  Donald  S.  Johnson,  a Saskatoon  hotel  clerk  who 
claimed  to  have  had  considerable  success  with  his  "rain- 
maker'' and  came  to  the  Island  full  of  hope  and  enthusiasm. 

Five  searing  days  later,  the  tired,  sun  browned  little  man 
quietly  left  the  city  for  his  home,  having  brought  no  rain 
because  the  clouds  Just  wouldn’t  co-operate  . 

But  even  If  the  universcope  didn’t  produce  rain,  tt  gave 
the  people  aomething  to  take  thrlr  minds  off  the  heat. 

From  farmers  who  were  threatened  with  bankruptcy  If 
the  rain  didn’t  soon  arrive,  Johnson  was  given  great  support, 
but  he  operated  under  the  black  cloud  of  a Jawtult  from 
those  who  claimed  the  rain  would  ruin  their  crops.
